The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of claim 1 

, and shows (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 

a corrosion resistant aluminium alloy with the same composition as the one of claim 1 . 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known alloy in that it is homogenized at a 
temperature between 580 and 620^ and then extruded into a tubing and brazed. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT) (same considerations for 
independent claims 2 and 3). 

The temperature range for the homogenizatron is to be found in D2 also relating to an 
aluminium alloy of a different composition. 

Nevertheless, there Is no Indications to be found in the state of the art» that would lead the 
skilled man in the art to such a combination of features. 

Therefore, the subject-matter of claim 1 1nvolves an Inventive step (same considerations 
for claims 2 and 3). 

Claims 4 to 8 are dependent on claim 3 and as such also meet the requirements of the 
POT vwth respect to novelty and Inventive step.
